Local Mauager Durant Replies to 
Recent Irresponsible and Ignor- 
ant Criticism. 



Satisfied With Recent Purchases the 
Company Will Invest Further 
at Rossland. 



M CLOUDS GATHER. 



Never Since the Time of the Crimea 
• Has the Outlook Been More 
Threatening-. 



English Capital Not Turned From 
British Columbia by the 
Klondike Boom, 



Rossland, March 10.— "The British 
American Corporation has £l,G00,OCO, 
or nearly $8,000,000, to expend in Roae- 
land and other Britieb Columbia mining 
camps, if it is assured that dividend- 
paying propositions can bo purchased. 
There are many millions of dollars in 
England eager lor investment on the 
same conditions Notwithstanding the 
Kreat rush to Klondike people are skep- 
tical of the outcome. At the present 
time British Columbia as a mining 
country is looked upon by English 
capitalists as a likely one in which to in- 
vest money." 

Such were the statements of Edwin 
Darant, recently appointed to the 
managership in British Columbia of the 
British American Corporation. The 
board of directors considered that Mr. 
Durant, with his' practical and theo- 
retical mining knowledge, gleaned 
from faithful service with the London 
and Globe Finance Corporation, and his 
varied experiences in the Australian 
colonies, was the one eminently fitted 
to be the right hand man of lion. O. H. 
Mackintosh. Hia particular duties will 
be the charge of all confidential busi- 
ness matters on behalf of the corpora- 
tion, under the local directorship of 
Governor Mackintosh. 

Mr. Durant stated ttiat the stock of 
the company waB considerably over- 
subscribed in, London, and while dis- 
cusBing the general plans of operations 
ub outlined in the prospectuB, reference 
waB made to the Lb Roi, and the under- 
standing of many subscribers tD the 
stock that the Le Roi would be in- 
cluded in the list of the company's 
properties. " f will say a word on 
that subject," continued Mr. Durant. 
"At the statutory meeting of the share- 
holders, the Marquis of DufTerin ex- 
plained that when the prospectus was 
issued it was thought that the company 
would become possessed of the Le Roi 
mine, but upon careful examination, 
and the opinion of an expert, the 
directors considered that the mine, al- 
though an exceedingly rich one, was not 
worth the amountaBked, which explana- 
tion waa satisfactory to the large num- 
ber of shareholders assembled at Win- 
chester IIouEe." 

In conclusion Mr. Durant said: "I 
am aware that irresponsible, carping in- 
dividuals have made unfavorable com- 
ments with regard to various purchases of 
properties by the British-American cor- 
poration, but their,biaE86d opinions are 
treated with the contempt they deBerve 
by all business men who have the 
legitimate mining industry at heart in 
British Columbia." 

In reply to the question as to whether 
operations would be suspended until the 
return of Governor Mackintosh, Mr. 
Durant said that a policy of vigorous de- 
velopment on all the properties would 
be immediately proceeded with. He in- 
timated that probably other properties 
would be purchased in the near future.

London, March 10. — The Times re- 
gards the news from Pekin as compara- 
tively reassuring. ItsayB: "An inter- 
val may occur during which diplomatic 
means may ba employed to avert i 11- 
conBidered action on the part of our 
rivals. If delay of any duration has 
been actually procured, Sir Claude Mae- 
donald, the British minister, may be re- 
lied upon to make the moBt of it in the 
intcreBtB of peace." 

"In other respects the position in 
China Beems as far from improvement as 
the position in West Africa. If the re- 
port from St. Petersburg that RusBia 
will decline to give Great Britain the in- 
formation ehe asked be correct the na- 
tion cannot be blamed should they put 
the worst possible construction ou the 
refusal. Those moBt familiar with pub- 
lic opinion throughout the country will 
be the firBt to recognize that the present 
temper of the people is not to be trilled 
with. 

"At uo time since the Crimean war, 
not even at the moment when the special 
squadron waB organized in January, 
1897, have they been lesB disposed to 
brook infringements from any quarter on 
their just rights. They aro perfectly 
convinced of the justice of their cause 
and the magnitude of the issues at Btake, 
both in China and West Africa. They 
believe that it may become their duty to 
vindicate that cause in each region, and 
if such duty should be thrown upon 
them, by the blindness or perversity of 
others, they will not flinch from it. 

" We do not make this assertion in 
any spirit of bravado or from any desire to 
rouse the warlike feeling of the country. 
We make it in the true interests of 
peace, because the greatest menace to 
peace lies in the danger that our rivals 
may fail to believe that we are in earnest 
until it is too late. 

" Foreigners do not appear to realize 
the buaineBB view we take of. war as of 
other matters where our business inter- 
ests are concerned. Our conduct is 
regulated mainly by business considera- 
tions. If the prejudice done us ia slight; 
we may reaent it, and yet pass it over 
rather than face serious losses, which, as 
we well know, war must at the best in- 
volve to our trade ; but if the prejudice 
done or threatened ia very grave and 
irreparable, we are ready of the two 
great evila to choose war as the leBBer. 

" We submitted the actiona in Tunis 
and Madagascar and WeBt Africa, which 
we should have been quite justified in 
resisting had we thought it worth while. 
It beemB to have 'been inferred in soma 
quarters of the continent that we will 
submit to any amount of wrong without 
resistance. 

" Sir Edward Grey pointed out at the- 
beginning of the Bession that this was a 
very serious mistake. Questions about 
Madagascar and Tunis, he observed, 
were not of sufficient intrinsic import- 
ance to lead to a breach of peace between; 
the two great powers. China might 
well become such a question, and West 
Africa stands in the same category." 
There is no sort of doubt that this is the 
view moBt generally accepted by all par- 
ties and all classes of Englishmen. 

The issuance of the Imperial ukase 
ordering the extraordinary expenditure 
of 90,000,000 roubleB for the construction 
of Russian warships, markB the third 
great stride in preparation for war this 
week. This, together with the British 
and American votes for money for the 
purpose of defence, means that the 
three powers have assigned the aggre- 
gate of $240,000,000 for naval armament 
since Monday. 

The total naval appropriation for the 
year by the British government — 
.£23,778,000 — has never been exceeded. 
The nearest approach to that amount 
was in 18U, when £23,50-1,000 was appro- 
priated for the use of the navy. Adding 
this year's naval appropriation to the 
army estimates makes over ,£4S, 000,000- 
to be expended on British defences for 
the year, exclusive of the amount to be 
spent on the Indian army and the armies 
of the Beli-governing colonies.

Ottawa, March 10. — Mr. D.C. Fraser, 
the Guysboroxigh giant, is the latest ae- 
pirant for aBritiah Columbia judgeship 
and ia "receiving strong backing from 
some of the Western men. One draw- 
back in his case is that he is aot a mem- 
ber of the provincial bar, and inquiries 
are being made to see whether this will 
block the appointment. 
. The British Empire league had a very 
successful meeting here to-day. The 
leaders of both parties were present. 
Sir Charles Tupper strongly criticised 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach for hia recent 
unjustifiable remarks about Canada's 
]ack of contribution to the navy. Reso- 
lutions were passed affirming that Great 
Britain's food supply should be rendered 
independent of foreign countries, urging 
prompt action, regarding the Baciflc 
cable, approving of the training of men 
in Canada for the naval reserve, and 
commending the project of reduced im- 
perial postage. A deputation headed by 
Sir Sanford Flemingsaw thegovernment 
about the cable during the afternoon and 
strongly urged prompt action. 

The Ontario junior county court 
judges are urging increased aalariea. • 

The Canadian Press Association is 
holding its annual meetings hero. 
Among the visitors is Frank Munsey of 
New-York, who spoke ably on "Ele- 
ments of succeEB in journalism." 

Hon. R, W. Scott informed Senator 
Macdonald to-day that a return of all 
licenses granted for dredging for gold in 
the Yukon district will be brought 
down. Each applicant is limited to a 
mileage of thirty miles, but he could be 
granted five licenses. 

The Minister of Justice told Sir Mac- 
kenzio Bowell that the Alaska boundary 
dispute ltas been referred to the colonial 
office with representations as to the im- 
portance of an early settlement.

New York, Marcli 10.— The Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Evening Tele- 
gram wirea his paper : "This afternoon 
Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British am- 
bassador was an early caller at the de- 
partment of state. This being 'diplo- 
matic day,' Sir Julian evidently under- 
stood tho value of coming early, 
ao it enabled him to have 
a full conference with Secretary 
Sherman before representatives of other 
foreign nations reached tbe department. 
The friendly relations of tho United 
States and Great Britain were the sub- 
ject of the conference, and it Is under- 
stood that the tieB between the two 
nations were further cemented by as-, 
surancea exchanged by Secretary Sher- 
man nnd Sir Julian Pauncefote. 

" It ia Baid that England has a motive 
in giving the United States friendly as- 
surancea at this time, for England real- 
izes that she is likely to have trouble in 
tho East and then she will be (zlad to 
have such assistance as the United 
States can give her. Away down under 
the surface in diplomatic circles it iB 
whispered that the situation in the East 
is becoming so complicated that general 
international war may be the result. 

"There is talk of an alliance between 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Japan, as against France, Germany and 
Russia. In their attempted disposition 
of the Chinese question it ia not denied 
that the relations between England, 
Japan and Spain are Buch that in a con- 
flict in the East these three nations 
will probably be found oper- 
ating in perfect harmony. This 
tide of thought predominated in the 
talk between Sir Julian and Secretary 
Shermaa, and additional significance is 
attached to the fact that as the British 
Ambassador left the department of state 
the Japanese minister had a long con- 
ference with Secretary Sherman. 

London, March 10.— The first lord of 
the admiralty, Mr. George J . Goschen, 
in presenting tho 'naval estimates to- 
day, pointed out that, with the outlay 
on naval works, tho expenditure amount- 
ed to the coloBsal sum of £25,550,000 
($127,750,000;, -which ho said waa even 
considered inadequate in some quarters. 
Mr. Goschen explained that the navy 
waa in a transitional state, to which 
many of the admitted deficien- 
cies " were due. Moreover, he 
added, the government was intro- 
ducing a eerieaof improvementa. The 
Jubilee display had been great, but they 
had not reached the ideal standard. Re- 
ferring to the Channel squadron lie said 
it was tho moBt powerful ever gathered 
together, its duties being not only to 
parade the Channel, but to engage in 
effect ive operations in time of war. lie 
dilated upon the quiet and un- 
ostentatious increase of the British 
fleet in China watera by four 
vessels from other foreign stations aa 
being an instance of the naval prepara- 
tion. Mr. Goschen said he hoped the 
admiralty would not b& too hardly 
pressed to communicate its plans, and 
assured the house that in the distribu- 
tion of cruisers, for instance, the ad- 
miralty had considered carefully tbe 
protection of every trade and every food 
supply route, and he trusted that "if 
times darkened" the admiralty would 
have the confidence of the house, and 
would be found doing its duty. 

Touching upon the increase in tho 
personnel of the navy, Mr. Goschen said 
there waa no lack of recruits for tbu 
navy. In fact, he added, only one in 
eight hoys was accepted and tho supply 
of Btokers waa also improving. Sir. 
GoBchen also denied that the navy was 
under-manned, declaring that every ves- 
sel that took part in tho Jubilee review 
waB aa fully manned as it would be in 
time of war. Ho admitted there waa a 
paucity of officers, but that would be 
easily remedied. 

Touching upon the building pro- 
gramme, Mr. Goschen said he would de- 
fer furnishing particulars regarding tbe 
proposed number of warships in order to 
keep foreigners in the dark concerning 
ttieir plane ; but he could say that the 
battleships and cruisers would be adapt- 
ed to the special circumstances which 
the past year had revealed in various 
parts of tho world. 

London, March 10.— The Pekin cor- 
respondent of the Times, despite China's 
denial that tho Russian demands as to 
Port Arthur and Talionwan were in the 
nature of an ultimatum, maintains the 
correctness of his original despatch of 
Sunday last to the effect that Russia had 
called upon China to surrender all 
sovereign rights over Port Arthur and 
Talienwan for the eamo period 
and on tho same conditions as in the 
case of Germany at Kiaochou, giving 
her five days for a reply and insisting 
upon tho signingof an agreement within 
a month. He now adda: "Although 
the period of the ultimatum has expired 
M. Pavelofi", the Russian charge d'af- 
faires at Pekin, explains that he lias not 
taken action because China lma in- 
structed her minister at St. Petersburg 
to Heek an audience with the Emperor 
Nicholas with a view of obtaining a 
withdrawal of the Russian demands. " 

London, March 11, — The Yokohama 
correspondent of tho Times says : "Japan 
is. calm and the government does not 
expect war.

It takes a very short time for the en- 
terprising Bubjecto of Soapy Smith 
to separate from his money the 
luckless sojourner within the precincts 
ofSkagway. Half a dozen of tho pas- 
sengers on the Pakshan discovered this 
to their cost, and threo who returned in 
disgust with the steamer that had taken 
them North, unfold a tale of woe which 
graphically picturea the modus oper- 
andi. 

S. F. Jones of Chicago is one of these. 
He rememhora the city at thegatewny of 
the White Pass just ^'.'50 worth, while 
I ho others are losers to the extent of 
J700 and $150 respectively. From their 
reports the bunco man flouriehea in 
Skagway like a green bay tree, and can 
give the longest kind of odda _ to hie 
metropolitan contemporary in the 
fleecing of the innocent. 

The Pakshan pasaenger wdio unwit- 
tingly contributed the $700 to the 
Smith campaign fund was such a lamb 
aa Skagway ia glad to welcome. He had 
barely landed from the Bteamerwhen he 
ran againBt a verdant looking party who, 
open-mouthed and gawky, was gazing 
at tho distant hills. This landaeape- 
inspector apologized for getting in the 
way, and introduced conversation by 
inquiring: 

•• Which of them two hills do you 
think's the highest?" 

As the relative altitudes of the moun- 
tains in question compared on some- 
what the same basis bb the new Colon- 
ist and the old poat office buildings, the 
Pakshan passenger replied at once: 

" Why, tho oae on the right "—the 
new Colonist Eize. 

"Well now, I think you're wrong," 
insisted the interested one. " What'll 
you btt that's the highest?" 

The Pakshan man did not regard it as 
a betting proposition. 

" It's nonsense to talk that way," he 
said. " It would be betting on a sure 
thins." 

" You think ao"— the mountain gazer 
became ovpii more interested. " I'll just 
bet you foOO you're wrong— and we'll 
leave it to this man — he Eeome to know 
the town—" indicating one who was 
apparently a resident. 

Tho new arrival in the city agreed 
with a laugh, still treating tho matter as 
something of a joke, and imagining that 
he had run acrosB a decidedly unique 
but harmless apecimen of humanity. 

Of course tbe citizen agreed with the 
stranger as to the relative heights of the 
two mountains, and immediately the 
proposer of the wago forced five hun- 
dred-dollar notes into the hand of the 
surprised new-comer. The latter waa 
Btill looking at the money and tryinc to 
collect hia ECnBCB, when his profitable 
new acquaintance asked : 

"Now if you had lost, would you have 
paid up aa quick as that. Did you have 
the money with you to mako good, when 
we made the bet?" 

' (if course I had," Eaid the unsuspec- 
ting lamb. 

And almost before the words had left 
his lipa he found himself looking into 
the muzzle of an ugly revolver, while 
the man ho had thought so green nnd 
comical was demanding in a gruff voice: 

"Well, fork over all you've got, and be 
quick about it. I don't think you know 
enough to tako care of so much money." 

This refinement of detail was lacking 
in the other cases. The victims were 
Bimply held up in broad daylight, and 
gave up their money to escape beine 
murdered. Jones, who waB thus re- 
lieved ol $;>00, went to Deputy Marshal 
Rankin anil asked for the arrest of the 
highwayman, whom he knew where to 
find and could easily and positively 
identify, The official looked wiso, and 
Baid it was a very peculiar cneo.in which 
tie could not possibly act without first 
writing to Washington and receiving ex- 
plicit instructions. Then he seemed to 
Bee a way out of the difficulty, and sug- 
gested that there was a good attorney in 
the town to whom he would introduce 
the Chicagoan. 

This waa how Mr. Jonea became 
acquainted with Mr. Smith, of Skag- 
way, head of tho lawless combine and 
prospective mayor. Soapy's advice was 
" not to squeal, but get out as quickly 
as possible." Jones replied that he had 
not been left enough to get out on, 
whereupon Soapy produced a fifty dol- 
lar bill and suggested that the Cliicago- 
an was in great luck to got this much 
back— following with tho admonition 
that if ho remained ten houia in 
tho town he would never have 
opportunity to move nnywhere. Jones 
save that robbery is conducted on acienti- 
flc wholesale principles in Skagway, and 
that for this reason, as much aa because 
both thotraila are blocked, the bulk of 
the pilgrims are now turning back to go 
in by tho way of Wrangel. This town 
he, aa well as all the othera on the Pak- 
shan, describee as the moat orderly as 
well as most promising place on the 
northern coast. 

"Tho United States soldiery are no 
protection whatever," eayB *Mr. Jones, 
"for they are camped three miles up 
the trail, and are blind and deaf to the 
lawlesanesa of tho town. Their excuaa 
ia that the town is too unhealthy for a 
place of residence, which ia in a measure 
true. This spinal meningitis ia claiming 
many victims, and the doctors have 
now discovered that it ia in'a measure 
duo to the low parts of the trailB being 
covered with water in which the men 
work all day, getting chilled to the mar- 
row. The other factor in producing the 
epidemic ia the bad water. Indeed 
thia is tho chief cause of the prevalent 
disease," 



EVENTS OP VANCOUVER. 

A Picture of the Northern Procession— The 
"Centennial's" Passengers— The 
Vacant Judgeship. 

Vancouver, March- 10.— (Special)— 
Three steamers left to-day carrying some 
900 people north. It waa a scene worthy 
of a reproduction, and the C.P.R. took 
occaion to immortalize it on photo- 
graphera platea. 

At Evana, Coleman & Evans' wharf, 
there were four steamers of. the Victoria 
fleet, including tho Charmer and Joan, 
bound daily to Victoria and Nanaimo, 
and the Danube and Tee9, which on 
their way from Victoria to the North 
had called hero to take on tho many 
passengers waitiug to complete their 
parties. At the same wharf was the big 
Bteainer Centennial, also for Victoria to 
complete North bound cargo. 

Two trans-Pacific liners wero at the 
C.P.R. wharf, several email craft at the 
U.S.S. Co.'b wharf, and ships were 
anchored in the stream, while with 
hundreds of spectators there was a 
unique medley of cattle, horses, doga, 
reindeer, freight, men and women. 

The Victoria passengers of the Cen- 
tennial attempted to secure compensa- 
tion for delay, but it waa refused, as 
were the Vancouver passengers up to a 
late hour. 

The notico of Mr. John McQuillan's 
consular appointment should have read 
"consul-general for Ecuador," not 
" Chili," as wired in error, Mr. M. P. 
Morria holding that distinguished posi- 
tion. 

The announcement that D. C. Fraser, 
M. r. for Guysborough, may be ap- 
pointed to the position of chief justice of 
British Columbia, iB not received favor- 
ably hero. The World, editorially com- 
menting on the announcement, " states 
that it is time Vancouver had eome 
recognition py the government.

A RESOLUTION OP SYMPATHY. 

Directors of the Jubilee Hospital Express 
Regret at the Death of the Late 
Chief Justice. 

At the regular meeting of tho board of 
directors ot the Jubilee Hospital last 
evening the following resolution of con 
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cortege is to leave the residence on the doleuce was moved by Mr. H, Dallas 

Helmcken, Q.O., M.P.P.: 

"That this board haB learned with 
deep regret of the death of the late Hon. 
Theodore Davie, Chief Justice of British 
Columbia, a warm friend of the hospi- 
tal, and who in life-time, while Premier, 
placed the hospital in the receipt of ma- 
terial assistance, enabling it to be of the 
greatest benefit aud advantage to the 
province, and this board desires to ten- 
der to the friends of the deceased and to 
Dr. J. C. Davie its heartfelt sorrow and 
sympathy in their sad bereavement." 

The resolution, which was seconded by 
Mr. Davica and unanimously carried, 
called forth many expressions of regret. 
There were present at the meeting Presi- 
dent Alexander Wilson, T. Thotbilt, J. 
L. Crimp, W. J. Divyer, Joshua Davies, 
H. D. Helmcken and John Braden. 
Hospital matters did not long engage 
the attention of tbe board. The resident 
medical health officer of tho institution 
reported that on February 1 patients 
were in the hospital, that 42 wore ad- 
mitted during the month, 89 discharged, 
1 died, and 30 remained under treatment 
on March 1. 'J he free patients during 
the month were 31, of whom 12 came 
from places other than Victoria. From 
this city there wero in the hospital 1 pay 
patient at $7 per week, 10 at $10 per 
week, 17 at $15 per week. From places 
other than Victoria there were 10 
patients at ,$15 and 6 patients at 
$10 per week, in addition to one 
from the French Benevolent Society. 
Bills to the amount of $1,355. 82 for the 
month were ordered to be paid. City 
Clerk Dowler wrote stating that Cadhoro 
Bay road and Richmond road, in the 
vicinity of the hospital would be put in 
proper repair at the earliest possible date. 
Jn another communication the matron 
of tbe hospital stated that Mra. A. S. 
Swaiiiton had been accepted for the regu- 
lar course of training, announcing in 
addition that the ladies of the Angono- 
rian Society have signified their wil- 
lingness to hold a formal opening of the 
two new recovery rooms when finished, 
the date of the event to be arranged 
when the rooms aro nearly ready 
for use. The latter furthermore 
acknowledged the receipt of half a dozen 
tray covers from the Cowichan Branch 
of the King's D.iughters. Votes of 
thanks wero passed on receipt of the 
letter, and the 'secretary was instructed 
to notify tho ladies of the Angeornian 
Society when tho two rooms mentioned 1 
rtre ready for use.

LOANS TO FARMERS. 

We do not like the idea of "cheap 
money for farmers, " if ittneanB woney 
ou mortgage. Cheap money, like most 
cheap thirds, ia apt to be dear in the 
long run, though perhaps for a different 
r°ason from that which applies to mer- 
chandise. We do not think it well that 
farmers should be encouraged to borrow 
money on mortgage, any more than that 
a merchant ought to be encouraged to 
borrow money upon his stock in trade. 
Loans to farmers "ought to bo .made on 
the same principle that they are to-busi- 
ness men, to be used in a business way 
and upon the credit of the going busi- 
ness. We believe it would be possible 
to devise a system of farm loanB that 
would be free from the objection to which 
mortgages are open/that is short time 
/loans to be used just as a merchant UBea 
the money which he gets from a bank. 
Farmers ought to bo discouraged from 
borrowing on mortgage. Hitherto, when 
they required money, they have not had, 
aa a rule, any alternative except to get it 
in this way. But it is an unbusiness- 
like way pf borrowing and some means 
should be provided by which it could be 
rendered unnecessary. 

Speaking in the houBe the other day, 
Mr. Booth expressed the opinion that 
only a very small proportion of the 
farmers of British Columbia had been 
aucceesful. We do not share his views 
•on this point, but we do say that if 
farming in this province had been con- 
ducted more on busineeB principles than 
at preaent, it would have been very 
much more profitable. ThiBobaervation 
applies to other communities as 
well as our own. A successful farm- 
er must be governed by correct business 
'principles. He must learn to calculate 
the cost of what he does and to estimate 
upon the margins ol profit. If he 
needs money to enable him to handle or 
hold his crop, he ought to be able to ob- 
tain it at reasonable rates and on condi- 
tions that will warrant him in making 
t l ie loans. The ordinary banka cannot 
deal with this class of business as a gen- 
oral thing, and loana on mortgage are 
expensive. It is highly desirable that 
some special arrangement may be made 
to meet the necessities of the case, and 
if the government is able to devise one 
it will deserve well, not only of the far- 
mers, but of the whole community. At 
present we hardly appreciate in this 
province the importance of our agricul- 
tural interests. We hardly realize that 
our farinerB, in so far aa they are able to 
supply the local demand for food pro- 
ducts, are keeping at home money which 
otherwise would have to be sont abroad. 
The time has come when more must be 
done for our agricultural interests than 
has yet been attempted, and the state- 
ment of the Premier that the govern- 
ment has a measure in preparation deal- 
ing with the supply of money to farmers 
will be very welcome. 

A N ~AMERIC~A N VIE W. 

A gentleman in business at Wrangel 
said to the Colonist yeatorday: "I am 
a good American citizen, but am gotting 
very tired of the way otir government ia 
acting. For the aake of playing to the 
galleries, a few cheap politicians insti- 
gated by some Bhort-sighted steamboat 
owners and merchants, have persuaded 
our government to take a lino of action 
which iu the end will mean great loan to 
us, and is even now putting us to a great 
deal of inconvenience." We beliove 



less responsible politicians. There iB 
very much force in an observation made 
by a Victoria gentleman tho other day. 
He said that the newspapers appeared to 
be edited by immature and ill-informed 
men, who did not appreciate the mean- 
ing of the language they employed. Many 
things can be advanced in support of this 
view. The idea of some of the papers, 
and as a rule they are those moat widely 
read, seems to be to get circulation at all 
coat.and for that reason they treat every 
subject from an extremely sensational 
standpoint. Violent language is used 
when there is not the least occasion for 
it. The largest type ia employed in 
making headlines, in which the moat ex- 
travagant propositions are laid down, 
quite without regard to the news to 
which they refer. The hasty reader car- 
ries away only a recollection of these 
headingB, and forgets the real news. Edi- 
torially the papers donotsay very much. 
They leave the formation of public opin- 
ion to those in charge of the news 
columns, and these are in nine caaes out 
of ten young men, with their spurs to 
win in journalism, and bo that they can 
succeed in producing something that 
will set people talking, they accomplish 
their purpose. In this way the public- 
is kept excited and misinformed, and un- 
scrupulous politicians', seeing an oppor- 
tunity to gain popularity cheaply, insti- 
gate their government to take action 
along lines that cannot possibly be de- 
fended. 

Our Wrangel friend differs from the 
great majority of Americana, because he 
knows what he is talking about, and 
men like Senator Harnsborough and 
Congressman Lewis do not. The latter 
Bimply reflect the talk of the streets and 
the headlines of the newspapers. They 
are wholly uninformed as to the facts of 
the case, and, though not naturally dis- 
posed to be unfair to Canada, have 
worked themselves up into a belief that 
the Dominion is acting with extreme un- 
reasonableneEB. In view of this, we be- 
lieve the correct course for the Canadian 
government to take on all queBtionB re- 
garding the Yukon traffic, in which the 
United States must be consulted, is not 
to .act hastily, and to take every care 
to see that the actual facts of the case 
are placed before not only the United 
States government and people. KeaBon 
and equity are on our Bide, and will in 
the end prevail. We believe the view of 
the Wrangel gentleman is one that will 
meet with acceptance in all parts of the 
United States, when the facts become 
generally known. He is not the first 
person from the neighboring republic to 
express himself thriB. Every day men 
come here with prejudices against Can- 
ada and Canadian laws, but only to have 
them very quickly removed and become 
convinced that an alien has only to show 
a disposition to respect the laws of the 
land to be accorded every privilege ; 
that the laws and policy of the Dominion 
in reBpect to the Yukon are extremely 
liberal, and that the only cause of diffi- 
culty or disagreement has been the 
highly unreasonable position taken by 
United States officials. 



WOMEN IN THE VUKON. 

Every boat going North from the 
Sound ports carries a number of women. 
Most of them are, or claim to be, wives 
of the men whom they accompany. We 
can understand why a wife should de- 
sire to accompany her husband on a 
journey of this kind, but not why a 
husband should deBire her to do eo. 
Under very favorable circumstances the 
journey ia not attended with much risk, 
but in nine cases out of ten the circum- 
stances are the reverse of favorable, and 
this is true especially of thoBe people 
who are going North now. It seems 
little short of madness for women to 
undertake a journey into the Yukon at 
j this season, gf the year, and we very 
much fear that a large proportion oi 
those who have dene bo will have great 
cause to regret it. The wind-swept pas- 
ses at the head of Lynn Canal are not 
places for women at any season cf 
tho year. No man, who baa 
any respect for his wife, could 
think of leaving her in Dyea or Skag- 
way. The Stikine journey ia ouo that 
no woman should think of undertaking 
at this season. It is idle for women to 
Bay that they can stand as much priva- 
tion and Buffering as men. Under cer- 
tain circumstances they can; but they 
cannot do so when it comeB to travel- 
ling over wind-Bwept mountains or long 
miles of snow road. Moreover, they 
will be borribiy in the way. They can- 
not do their share of the work, and 
their presence will entail more labor 
upon the men. 

After they have reached the Yukon 
watera they will be none the better oil'. 
They are not lit for prospecting. It 
would be madnoBB for a woman to un- 
dertake to follow her husband over the 
mountains on prospecting tours, and 
there is no place where she can be It ft 
in any comfort. No doubt every 
woman who goes North with her hus- 
band, does so because Bhe thinks 
she will be a help to him, but we are 
satisfied it is a mistaken notion alto- 
gether.' They will bo better off if they 
remain behind and their husbands will 
bo better 00' without them. Sentiment 
ia all right in its place, but there ia no 
room for it in the Yukon at present. 

We are not speaking of women who go 
with their huabands intending .to re- 
main at some of tho centres of popula- 
tion and engage in business of eume 



They cannot save their huBbanda from 
any of the dangers incident to their un- 
dertaking, and they will in many cases 
hamper them in their work. The beet 
place for a woman at present is any- 
where else than the Yukon, unless she 
goes to work at something in the mining 
camps. 

An American traveller in Europe tells 
of an experience in a Continental city. 
He was walking down a street and 
having a piece of paper in his hand be- 
gan mechanically to tear it into small 
bits, which he threw down on the pave- 
ment. He was at once accosted by a 
policeman, who held up his hand as a 
signal to stop, saying something to him 
which the traveller did not understand! 
When the latter attempted to move on 
the policeman barred 'he way, and, this 
time without speaking, pointed to the 
pieces of paper. The traveller "caught 
on," and stooping, picked up the paper, 
the policeman standing erect and watch- 
ing him with a dignity becoming the 
representative oi tho majesty of the 
land. When all the pieces were gathered 
the policeman Baluted the traveller a la 
militaire, and turned away. Now if this 
had been in Victoria the traveller might 
have carried a waste basket with him 
and emptied it on the Btreet; 
he might have strewn as he 
went along bis way a miscellaneous 
collection of bottles, kerosene oil cans, 
old boots, brickbats and rubbish gener- 
ally. In Chinatown he might distribute 
any special sort cf refuse that struck his 
fancy. Then, when the wind blows, it , 
can pick up everything non-metallic 
and whirl it through the air, depositing 
it in the eyes, ears and mouths of pedeB- 
trians, upon the groceries exposed for 
sale, to which it adds weight and flavor, 
and upon dry goods, from which it takes 
that bizarre appearance of newneeB so 
aggravating to a refined taste. No irri- 
tating policeman will interpose his uni- 
form between him and his sweet lib- 
erty, which shows wherein we are so 
much better than all other people under 
the sun. "Give us liberty, and give | 
us " dirt.

that trade, in parliament and out of it. | 

The news that Russia is sending troops 
and supplies to the Orient is not reassur- 
ing. It seems to emphasize the nature 
of the Russian menace. The Sibprian 
railway is not yet completed and is as 
yet unavailable for transportation of 
soldiers to the Pacific coast. This alone, 
we may well believe, prevents tho Czar's 
government from being much more ag- 
gressive than it iB at preEent. For some 
time it has been easy to Bee that i( Japan 
does not get the Oriental question set- 
tled to her satisfaction before the rail- 
way ia complated, she will not bo likely 
to do eo afterwards. We regard this 
feature of the case as the mOBt serious. 
Russia's policy is generally one of delay, 
and time will light for her in the Orient. 
However, those who oppose her plans 
cannot afford to delay very long in tak- 
ing steps to block them.

Political Rumors From the Opposition

Chiluwack, March 7.— The survey is 
still going on, and word has been 
brought that the government are going 
to work on the actual construction of 
the dyke at once. They will, in all 
probabilities, start before the 1st of 
April. The government will not wait 
until ti e survey iB completed, but start 
the construction at the Popcum Hill, 
while the surveyors are at the lower end 
of Hope Blough going on with their 
work. Mr. Rincombe, C.E., is now at 
Victoria making out hia report and 
plane. This work will be the greatest 
soon that has blessed Chilliwack for 
years. It will not only protect lands 
that are in danger of inundation every 
yjar, but give the residents work and 
;me ready cash. 

There seems to be quite a lot of dis- 
satisfaction in the opposition ranks, be- 
cause Mr. Vedder's friends are trying to 
boom him for another term in the legis- 
lature, while others in the RiEedale sec- 
tion are pushing young Mr. Charley 
Munroe for the candidature. In Mat- 
Bqui, it iB said, there arq also two aspir- 
antG. Rumor says that Mr. Sword's 
chances in Dewdney are not so good as 
they were, and that he will get the 
nomination in Chilliwack. This con- 
stituency, however, realizes that the 
government is doing its duty towards 
them, and in consequence the majority 
will give it an honest support. 

Some few nights ago two young men 
residing in the neighborhood of Sardis 
and in need of a horso entered Mr. 
William Edmundson'a stable at Cheam 
and took therefrom one of his many 
horeea. The Iocs waB discovered the 
next morning, and a search warrant was 
issued and the horse found in a promin- 
ent man's stable at Sardis and returned 
to its rightful owner. 

Mr. Guy W. Walker, of the World, is 
in Chilliwack on a buainesa trip and 
will remain a week or ten days. Mr. 
Walker is an old resident of this place. 

Several of the gentlemen who left for 
the Klondike a few weeks ago returned, 
having decided not to risk the danger 
connected with the trip. 

The Dominion government have a

The police commiseionera met yeater- 
dgy afternoon to investigate a complaint 
made by Rev. Canon Paddon against Mr. 
Francia Paee, clerk of the police court 
and commission. The complaint wbb 
published over Rev. Canon Paddon'a 
■signature in the Colonist of the 1st in- 
stant, and was accompanied by a 
notarial declaration made by his eon. 
The circumstances related in evidence 
were that some time in January 
an eccentric character named Frank 
WilBon had threatened to burn Canon 
Paddon'a house and to kill the Canon, j 
Young Mr. Paddon Bwoie to an inforrna- | 
tion against Wilson and had him arres- 
ted. Canon Paddon wbb absent from 
the city at the time but returned the 
same day and ader learning the next 
morning what had been done wrote a 
letter to the chief of police expressing 
the wiah that Wilson be not proBe- 
cuted. He gave the letter to his 
Bon to deliver, and it appears that the 
chief did not receive it. When the 
Canon learned that "Wilson had been 
convicted he began making inquiriea. 
No trace of the letter could be found 
anywhere around police headquarters. 
The son to whom the letter had been 
entrusted for delivery declared that he 
had handed it to Clerk Page by mistake 
and that the latter had opened, read it 
and placed it on one side, the chief of 
police being in the room at the time. 
Mr. Page denied positively any knowl- 
edge of the letter, as did also the chief 
of n>liee. 

An informal inquiry was held by the 
police commission over the matter, but 
it was considered that there was no 
weight of evidence agaiabt |Vlr. Page, 
and the affair was dropped for the time 
Canon Paddon waB not satisfied with 
the result of the proceedings, and later, 
on February 28, when hia son was about 
to sail for the North, he got him to make 
a notarial declaration of all that had 
transpired between himeelf, Clerk Page 
and the chief, and had it published to- 
gether with a letter over hiB own Bigna 
ture, The statements were Btraight 
charges against Clerk Page, and thia in- 
vestigation has followed at that official'^ 
lequest, 

hiev. Canon Paddon was the first wit- 
ness heard. He acknowledged the letter 
publiBticd over his signature in the 
Colonist of March 1, andre-aflirmed un- 
der oath the truth of all it contained. 
He also said that he had been informed 
that any time he wanted an investi- 
gation he could have one. He did not 
deBire anything further than what had 
taken place at the in formal investigation, 
believing that hiB case could not be 
furthered. As-his-BCm was about to go 
away, however, fie thought it proper to 
have him make the declaration so as bis 
side of the p.ffair would be put Equarely 
before the public. 

Louis Watson, Bpecial constable, testi- 
fied that he was present when young 
Mr. Paddon came to the chief's oflice on 
the afternoon of January 28 bearing a 
letter from hia father, which. waB an in- 
quiry about the previous and missing 
letter. The chief did not'use the words 
attributed to him by young Mr. Paddon, 
as follows: "You tell Canon Paddon 
that there is nothing in that. My let- 
ter d all concern Clerk Pago and are open- 
ed by him." 

Mr. Page next testified. He positively 
denied that young Mr. I'addon had 
landed him a letter on the morning of 
January 28 last. lie met the young 
man on Fort street the Bame afternoon, 
and the following conversation took 
place, Mr. Page broaching the question 
in an interrogatory manner: 

" So you gave me a letter this morn- 
ing, did you?" 

" Yes." 

" You did not. Now did you not lose 
that letter?" 

" No; you got the letter and opened 
it." 

"What! Opened the Chief's letter?" 

" Yes; the Chief told me you opened 
hia letters." 

" The Chief never said anything of the 
kind. He haa no cause to say bo nor 
anyone else, and I don't believa he said 
it. I would like to have you and the 
Chief together," 

"Very well, I'll come down in the 
morning." 

Mr. Page indignantly denied to the 
commission that he had said that if the 
Chief had said that ho (Page) had open- 
ed hia letters, the " the Chief waB the 
most damnable liar on the face of the 
earth," 01 any of the other remarks at- 
tributed to him in young Mr. Paddon'a 
notarial declaration. 

Sergeant HaM-ton and Detectivo Per- 
due aldo gave evidence in direct contra- 
diction to young Mr. Paddon'a state- 
ments. 

The Chief of Police affirmed that he 
was proBent when young Mr. Paddon 
came in on the morning of January 28, 
and that he had no letter in his hand 
nor did he produce one while there. He 
apoke about getting out an information 
against Wilson while there — and that 
was all. The chief denied that he had 
everBaid taauyone that Mr. Page had a 
right toopan hia letter. This statement 
and others attributed to him by young 
Mr. Paddo 1 were false. 

Rev. Mr. Paddon in addressing the 
court plea led truthfulness on behalf of

tuueral ut the late chief justice, whicn 
takes place to-day. 

After prayer by Rev. Dr. Wilson:

Tne railway committee reported that 
they found the preamble proved of the 
bill to incorporate the North Star and 
Arrow take Railway Co., and reported 
the bill wiih amendments. The commit- 
tee recommended that the time for ie- 
porting bills from the railway commit- 
tee be extended two weeks and that an- 
other member be added to the commit- 
teo to replace Mr. Booth. Thia was 
adopted. 

Mr. Graham moved for a return of all 
papers and correspondence with the 
Attorney-Genera 1 ^ office re the case of 
litickie Bros, versus Miss Davey. 

Some talk ensued across the hoiue that 
could not be caught by the reporter and 
the resolution was carried. 

Mr. Kidd moved: That a committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Hunter, Stoddart, 
Mutter, Graham and the mover, be ap- 
pointed to inquire into the methods 
pursued in other countries to help farm- 
ers to obtain loans on easy terms and 
report tn this houae. 

Mr. Kidd held that no matter what 
course the government intended to take, 
the information gathered by such a com- 
mittee and presented to the house would 
bo very useful. He regretted that the 
premier had hinted the other day that 
he (Mr. Kidd) was actuated by election 
motives in bringing up this question. 
In the answers from correspondents in 
the agric lltn a' department re- 
port of lH'Ja-G was one by him- 
self favoring Bome ccheme a'ong 
tbo line spoken of in the resolution. 
Toat showed, he argued, that he had not 
thought about elections at the time. He 
did not wish to indicate the line to be 
followed by the committee, but he hoped 
the resolution would carry. 

The Premier said that he had told the 
bouse the other day tjiat the govern- 
ment were already considering the mat- 
ter, and his reason for Baying that reso- 
lution first brought in by Mr. Kidd was 
an election one was because it looked as 
if lie was trying to steal thegcvjrnment's 
thunder, the government already having 
the question of aiding farmers undor 
consideration. The subject of the pres- 
ent resolution had his hearty sympathy, 
but it was not, however, so eaay to carry 
out a scheme as some seemed to think. 
Now Zealand had been quoted, but that 
country had a very large population 
and besides they have the control of 
their own tarili', and could raise it 
whenever they wished. British Co- 
lumbia was in a different position. 
Money lenders looked at what sources a 
country had to raise revenue. In 
British Columbia the provincial govern- 
ment had no such elastic a source of 
revenue aa a customs tariff, but could 
only raise revenue by direct taxation. 
Speaking of New Zealand, he incident- 
ally remarked that that country taxed 
mortgages. Ho fancied tbo government 
had a better scheme in view than the 
one proposed, but he mentioned New 
Zealand to show that the question pre- 
Rented very different conditions in 
British Columbia from what it did 
there. It was quite within reason, how- 
ever, that some arrangement might be 
made to get cheap money without bav- 
inc to borrow an enormous sum as Nov/ 
Zedand had done. 

Mr. Semlin took exception to the re- 
marks imputing election motives to Mr. 
Kidd. Ho was glad to see that the gov- 
ernment were not opposed to the sub- 
ject of the resolution and hoped the 
results would be satisfactory. 

Mr. Graham spoke in favor o( the re- 
mluiion, Baying that money being cheap 
tbo farmers by having the government 
m ike them loana would be put in nood 
condition to prosper, and the reault 
W.JUld be found very beneficial to the 
province. This bad been found the caeo 
in New Zealand. 

Mr. Smith bad no objection to any 
movement to l;elt> firmerR, but Hxt" 
Wj?re other classes who tieaervou astiut- 



anco besides farmers. He believed that 
all classes be given the same advantages 
—miners, for instance. He moved, 
therefore, to add the words "andotherB" 
after the word " farmers." 

Mr. Sword thought the member for 
Lillooet was under a misapprehension 
and considered the amendment a mis- 
take. Iu the case of farmers the land 
was a security for the money, whereas 
in other eases it might be that personal 
notes would have to be taken. 

Mr. Adama spoke briefly favoring the 
amendment. 

Dr. Walkem granted that there might 
be other classes who needed assistance 
besides the farmers, but the farmer was 
in a different position than other peo 1 
pie. He had often to need assistance to 
develop his land and bad a hard struggle 
to get ahead. The mover of the resolu- 
tion was no doubt' conscientious in his 
motives, but would the members of the 
committee bo in a position to report be- 
fore the close of the session iu tho mat- 
ter? In the interests of tho farmers of 
British Columbia ho thought the resolu- 
tion was in the right direction and 
would support it. 

Mr. Rithet would support tho resolu- 
tion for lie waa quite in sympathy with 
it. To help the farmer improve his land 
meant to increase tbo assets of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Williams in reply to Dr. Walkem 
said that it waa because the government 
did not appear to have taken the mutter 
up that at thia bite hour Mr. Kidd had 
brought it in. Hespckafor the resolu- 
tion and against the amendment, arguing 
that there was good securing for the 
money on tbo farmers' laud?, but that 
if money was to bo borrowed for specu- 
lative purposes there would be great 
difficulty in raising it. 

Mr. Kellie wanted to know where the 
farmers would get a market if it were 
not for the miners. Compared with the 
farmers, the miners were taxed much 
heavier. A mine was of more advan- 
tage to the country than forty farmers. 
The area of farming country was small 
iu British Columbia compared with the 
mineral resources and the minor was 
tte backbone of the province. He waa 
in fhV >r of the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley waa quite in favor of 
the resolution. It bounu the house to 
nothing, and he did not see what harm 
would be done to allow enquiries to be 
made by the committee along other 
lines. The resolution, however, ought 
too, to give the committee power to call 
for books, papers and witnesses. 

Hon. Mr. Martin was in favor of the 
resolution, and, in answer to Mr. Kellie, 
held that the farmers were really taxed 
more than the miners. Mr. Kellie 
Beemed to forget that the farmers had 
struggled for years to develop their 
landa, and had had very great disadvan- 
tages to contend with. 

Mr. Forater in supporting the resolu- 
tion said it was a question whether it 
was not better to keep the poorer set- 
tlers on their landa than to have them 
abandon their farms and ceaso to be tax- 
payers. 

Mr. Vedder as an old-time farmer 
Booko of the disadvantages that tbo 
agriculturist had to contend with, and 
stiongly Buppor:el the resolution. 

Mr. Kennedy remarked that the re- 
polution brought in by the member for 
Richmond was somewhat specific, but 
the amendment " and others" might 
bring in lawyers, doctors and all other 
people. The farmers, however, as a 
ceneral claaa were the only ones who had 
land security to offer — the kind of secur- 
ity that money-lenders would lend 
money upon. He believed in restrict- 
ing the resoiution to them. 

The amendment was lost on the fol- 
lowing division :

The main resolution was carried with 
the power added to call "lor books, pa- 
pers and persons." 

HILLS INTRODUCED. 

Mr. Graham introduced " An act to 
amend the Highway Traffic act," which 
wbh read a lirat time. 

Mr. Helmcken introduced " An act to 
incorporate the Red Mountain Tunnel 
Co." Thia waa read a first time. 

PETITIONS PRESENTED. 

By Mr. Sword — From H. riirschel 
Cohen for leave to present a petition for 
a private bill to incorporate " the Port- 
land and Stikino Railway Company." 
Thia was received. 

A report also was received from the 
printing committee recommending that 
certain of the returns presented le 
printed. 

Mr. Williams moved for copies of all 
orders-in-council in any way relating to 
the land grant to the Nelson and Fort, 
Sheppard Railway Company; alao, cop- 
ies of all correspondence between auv 
member of the government and any per- 
son or persoiiH. on behalf of or in rela- 
tion to said railway company. 

The government hna granted 250,000 
acres to the company without any 
authority, he said, and it was to dis- 
cuss this question properly that ho 
moved the resolution. 

Hon. D. M. Eberta hud not the slight- 
est objection to the returns being 
brought down, but in his remarks the 
senior member from Vancouver (Mr. 
Williams), while asking for returns 
made assertions before he had tho pa- 
pers before him. That member very 
well know that the railway would not 
et the land unless rightful and in pur- 
suance of the honorable intention of the 
government to keop faith with the rail- 
way company under the terms of tho 
contract. If that matter was the whole 
isBtie beforo the court to-day tho Attor- 
ney General would rather that the 
government should fall than that (hey 
should not carry out their contracts fair- 
ly and honestly. ■ Mr. Williams was aa 
usually 99 times out of h hundred.wrong 
in his roinarks. 

Mr. Sword remarked that the papers 
were necessary to discuss the case pro- 
perly, and whatever the Attorney-Gen- 
eral had said, the government Should be 
just beforo generous. He thought the 
government had in thia case gono far be- 
yond what justice demanded. The At- 
tornqy- General might be able to show 
that technically be waa within the act, 
but it would bo hard to convince the 
country that he had not gono beyond the 
intention of the house. 

Dr. Walkem wa ited to know how Mr. 
Williams could say the government had 
dooo wrong beforo ho saw tile papers in 
the case. There woro even certain cases 
wnm in the interests of the country*) 
g jverninent might bo justified in going 
beyond tbo exact provisions of 
un act and then having their acti-n 



iuBtified afterwards by the leeislatuve. 
Until the correspondence came down, 
however, lie was not prepared to discuss 
the question. It was wrong to antici- 
pate. 

&Mr. Cotton wondered if Dr. Walkem 
stood in the place of devil's advocate for 
the government. Ho drew from Dr. 
Walkem's remarks that the government 
had done wrong and asked the House to 
have mercy on them. Did the member 
say the government had n right to act 
aa the courts of tbo realm? 

Dr. Walkem— No. But a government 
could in the iatt rests of tho country 
vary the provisions of an act and get tho 
matter set right afterwards. 

The Premier bad no objections at all 
to the resolution, but Mr. Williams had 
naked for tho returns under the guise of 
wanting the information so as to be able 
to discuss the question, and yet went on 
to say that he knew that tho govern- 
ment had done wrong. Mr. Williams 
hid no right to say that the government 
had done anything wrong till ho saw the 
pipers in the case. The government 
woro always ready and glad to show juBt 
what they had done. 

Mr. Semlin argued that Dr. Walkem 
had stated that tho government were 
preparing a writ of indemnity. 

Dr. Walkem—" I never said bucIi a 
thing. 1 Bimply spoke on the same 
lines I did at I lie opening of the house, 
when 1 quoted Todd as my authority." 

Mr. Williams claimed that he had guf- 
iicient information to entitle him to say 
what he had. 

Tho resolution waa carried without 
opposition. 

Mr. Kellie inquired what action was 
being taken on the petition he bad pre- 
sented at tho beginning of tho session 
for the incorporation of Reveletoke. 

Hon. Col. Baker replied that it was re- 
ceiving the consideration of the govern- 
ment. 

THE PRESS GALLERY, 

Dr. Walkem called attention to tho 
necessity of providing a different place 
for the reporters, for it was impossible 
where .they now sat to hear properly. 

Mr. Sword quite agreed with thia and 
thought no doubt something might bo 
done to remedy the trouble. 

Mr. Higgins also believed that the 
matter might be remedied, and moved 
the following resolution, seconded by 
Dr. Walkem: "That the attention of 
the government be respectfully directed 
to the bad acoustic properties of the 
legislative hall, with the request that 
immediate atepa he taken to remedy the 
same, if possible." 

Dr. Walkem also made a reference to 
there being no room set aside for the re- 
p ji'ters, There certainly should be somo 
room where they could sit without being 
looked upon aa interlopers. 

Mr. HiggiiiB' resolution was carried 
without opposition. 

QUESTION'S ANSWERED. 

In answer to Mr. Kellie tho Premier 
stated that the timber dues collected 
from West Kootenay district for 1897 
were: Timber dues, $11,5S9.2S; cord- 
wood, $10,107.88; total, $21,607.16. Aa 
to the question as to amount of feea from 
Weat Kootenay collected for 1897 in tho 
Victoria registry offices — the Premier 
stated : "No distinction is made iu the 
rpgiBtry office between West and East 
Kootenay; consequently, the amount of 
fens for that eeci ion of Keetenay designa- 
ted as 'West Kootenay d's rict' cannot 
be obtained without entailing consider- 
able expense and time in referring to 
original documents."

Yesterday Sees Three Other Lailen 
Ships Away for the Land of liold 
and Disappointments. 



The Big " Ningcliow " Will «et Oil' 
Early This Morning- Particu- 
lars of the Trade. 



YeBtertiay'a Bailings for the North 
numbered three, and had it not been for 
an unavoidable delay happening to the 
Ningchow, the record would have 
equalled Wedneeday'u nnd aurnaBsed it 
in point of tonnage. The aeenta of the 
monster craft had calculated on sending 
the big steamer away prompt on sched- 
ule time, but like all others who 
have attempted sending a strange 
ship oQ' for the North, they have 
doomed to some little disappointment, 
and it will now be eomo timo to-day be- 
fore she gets away. The veBBels that 
sailed were the Princeea LouiBe, Farallon 
and Signal, the last mentioned two 
coming from the Sound, the Farallon 
with 120 passengers and the Signal with 
GO. Both were in principally for miners' 
licenses, but as tho Farallon is com- 
peting for Victoria trade she came un- 
der the rulea of inspection and conse- 
quently waB delayed some time by the 
inspectors, and would have been held 
longer had it not been that the incon- 
venience would have been a grpater con- 
sideration than probably the good 
accomplished. The was, therefore, only 
partially inspected and allowed to pro- 
ceed on the voyago, on the understand- 
ing that on her return to port she will 
be whully gone over, the examination 
thuB far conducted aatisfying the offi- 
eera that her condition ia sufficiently 
seaworthy to make the trip. The 
steamer, as also the Signal, 
left early in the day* while 
the Princess Louise waB not 
able to leave before midnight. She had 
a mixed freight, and on this voyage will 
make stoppages at all northern British 
Columbia and Alaskan ports. She car- 
ried away a full loati of cargo and pas- 
sengers. The Ningchow yesterday 
moved to the outer dock - , o finish taking 
on her Victoria freight. There 
are 120 passengers booked from 
Victoria on this steamer, while the 
bookings from the Terminal City list 
bring the number up 300. Between 250 
to 300 horses have been manifested be- 
tween the two cities. Mr. Harvey of 
Davitlge it Co. Ltd., will make the round 
trip in the interests of general business 
while Sir. Grier and Mr. Heart will 
make the trip in the capacity of purser 
and freight clerk.

IP WAR SHOULD COME. 

Most of the European Governments Would 
Heartily Support the United 
States. 

New Yoiik, March 10.— The Tribune 
publiuhes the lollow.ing undor a Wash- 
ington date : The correapoueent of the 
Tribune is in a position to announce 
that the administration within the last 
few days put itself in communication 
with other governments, or rb it man 
competent to speak with authority on 
the euhject expressed it, with "every 
government on earth," to ascertain what 
would be their attitude in r.;uBe the U ai- 
led States should consider itself compe- 
tent to enter upon a policy of interven- 
tion in Cuba, or in case fc>pain commit- 
ted some act resulting in an outbreak of 
hostilities between the two countries, 

Within the last forty-eight hours re- 
plies have been received from every 
government to which the enquiry wits 
addressed, and with two exceptions 
these replies have been entirely satisfac- 
tory ami sympathetic, That "of Great 
Britain was particularly eo. Not only 
did every government hasten to say that 
in the event of intervention on Ihe part 
of the Uoited States, or the outbreak of 
hostilities, strict neutrality would be 
preserved : but- some are said to have 
gone so far even aa to give assurances of 
moral support in any effort this country 
might make to restore order in Cubn. 

Two exceptions to the general tenor ol 
these replieB were the answers given by 
Germany and Austria. While not uu- 
BatiBfHCtory, and certainly not hostile, in 
lone, yet they were coldly non-commit- 
tal, and to that extent produced a feel- 
ing of disappointment among state de- 
partment officials. The government of 
Germany coutei.tj i Itself by saying, in 
subBtance, that as no definite policy lias 
yet been announced by the United 
States on the Cuban question, and as an 
outbreak of hostilities between Spain 
and the United Slates is a contingency 
for the present and nothing more, it did 
not feel itself called upon to declare 
what its attitude would bo under con- 
ditions the exact nature of which only 
the future would determine. In other 
words, the German government is disin- 
clined to reply to a merely hypothetical 
question, The reply of Austria was a 
trifle less tart, perhaps, than that 
furnished by Germany, but was equally 
non-committal. 

In Bounding foreign governments on 
these points the administration followed 
the precedents eet pnder General Grant's 
administration by Secretary Fish. It is 
true that Secretary Fish did not iuetruct 
American ministers abroad to ascertain 
what the attitude of the governments to 
which they were accredited would be in 
case the United States was forced to put 
a stop to Cuban disorders, but he did at- 
tempt to persuade the governments of 
Great Britain, Germany, France, Russia, 
Italy and Austria that it was their first 
duty to make strong representations to 
Spain as to the necessity of putting a 
prompt end to the war in Cuba or aban- 
don the struggle. It will bo seen, there- 
fore, that the administration in ascer- 
taining the attitude of European pow- 
ers is acting only with due regard to the 
opinion of the civilized world, but fol- 
lowing an American precedent as well. 

Berlin, March 10. — Senor Sandoval, 
the Spanish military agent in Germany, 
Austria and Scandinavia, who returned 
here yesterday from a hip, has made 
three conditional purchases oi coasting 
steamers at Fruine and two at Polo, He 
starts to-day for Stettin and Hamburg 
to inspect a number of vessels offered, 

The United States_ has made no pur- 
chases so far from among her options in 
Germany. Lieutenant Commander A. 
P. Niblock, naval attache here and also 
at Rome, has returned to the latter city.

After surmounting innumerable dan 
gera by sea and storm, it was tho fate of 
the ex-wrecker T. P. H. Whitelaw to be 
consumed by fire originating in an ap- 
parently innocent bale of hay. Baled 
hay appears to have become an impor- 
tant factor for consideration amone the 
dangers menacing Northern traffic, for, 
according to First Officer Jenkins of the 
just-returned Paksban, half the Lynn 
Canal cargo carriers are now taking hay 
North, and a ?reat portion of the baled 
article is— through being but half cured 
before baling — as liable ai cotton to 
cause fire aboard by spontaneous com- 
bustion. This was the caBe with the 
Whitelaw, and even the PackBhan'a hay 
was smokine significantly when it waB 
taken out of the hold. The Whitelaw's 
laBt trip was eventful in the extreme, for 
shewaB in trouble all the way from San 
Francisco. Firet it was discontent 
among the 140 passengers over the 
accommodation. Then further dis- 
satisfaction as to the food, including 
a call at Port AngeleB. Then the ship 
went ashore, firBt at Wrangel Narrows 
and then near Juneau, as already de- 
scribed in the Colokist, and was only 
released with considerable difficulty and 
the Iobb of valuable time. Continuing 
her trip from the scene of her misadven- 
ture, she had on board all her original 
passengers for tho Lynn Canal, their 4L 
horses and 500 odd tons of freight. Skag- 
way was reached without further inci- 
dent, and while preparing to discharge 
the cargo, passengers and horses having 
been dieornbarked, the hay becoming 
overheated through too long storaee in 
the hold, broke into flames, at 4 o'clock 
on Friday afternoon last. The hatches 
were closed tight, and Captain Lockyear 
beached his Bhip at the top of high 
water, scuttling her then to put out the 
fire. As the tide went down the steamer 
rested on the Band and the water ran 
out of her. It was thought the blaze 
had been made an end of, but at 1 
o'clock in the morning the smouldering 
fire broke out in earnest, it being found 
impossible to check its headway, and 
the Bteamer with her 500 tonB of cargo 
being speedily consumed. The crew 
were valient in fighting the flamos as 
long as there was a possibility of success, 
and then escaping, lost all save their 
clothing in the fire that had made 
an end of their floating home. It is un- 
necessary to describe the Whitelaw or 
review her eventful career. Everyone 
who takes an interest, in matters mari- 
time will well remember the veteran 
wrecking craft, with her unique equip- 
ment, her powerful masts and derricks, 
and her many appliances for the salva- 
tion of stranded hulks. She was per- 
haps the most famous wrecking craft 
that ever floated in American watera, 
and it is a curious thins; that juat so soon 
as she should have changed from the 
hazardous avocatiaa.of wrecking to the 
monotonous routine of a simple trader, 
her destruction came upon her. Kdr is 
the Whitelaw the only Northern craft 
that has fared badly during the past 
week. The steam schooner Alice Blan- 
chard, while making her way up Lynn 
canal on Friday laBt — the day of the 
fire — struck a floating lump of ice and 
received a puncture that caused her to 
take in so much water that she arrived 
at dock with her forepeak full and the 
pumps going. Her skipper proposed 
putting her on the beach at once for 
necessary repairs. Tbe Canada was 
still hanging together when the Paksban 
was at Skagway, and may come off if 
the wind shifts to a favorable quarter. 
The Corona, when the big Northern 
Pacific boat passed down, wrb still on 
the rock where she came to grief origin- 
ally, and likely yet to remain there for 
some days at least. Nothing was seen 
of the reported wreck on Shelter point 
as the Paksban took the outside paesage 

DIVERTED INTO NEW CHANNELS. 

There has been a remarkable change 
in the tide of travel from San Francisco 
during late weeks, and inBtead of 
Saattle biing the leading point of de- 
barkation for passengera arriving on the 
Pacific Coast linere Victoria is now at- 
tracting most people. This has bean 
manifested repeatedly, and particularly 
when the Umatilla arrived early yester- 
day morning, completing her 225th voy- 
age from the Golden Gate. She brought 
57 first claBB and 103 second class pas- 
Bengera for Victoria — 20 first class and 
50 second cIbbs passengers for Seattle. 
Of course there were many prospective 
miners on board for Victoria, but a com- 
parison of tho above figures will show 
that the change referred to is not alone 
accounted for by the influx of Klondike 
pilgrims. Aa freight tho Umatilla had 
over 100 tons of general merchandise for 
local merchants. Following the Uma- 
tilla in port came the Walla Walla of 
the same company's fleet, bound South 
lflBt evening. She carried as passengers 
Rev. J. E. Van Eyn and wife, MrB.

MANITOBA LEGISLATURE. 

The Greenway Railway Scheme Crowded 
Out of the Speech by an Essay on 
the Jubilee Fetes. 

Winnipeg, March 10.— (Special)-ThiB 
afternoon at 3 o'clock tho third session 
of the ninth legislature of Manitoba waB 
opened by Lieutenant-Governor Patter- 
eon. There was a large attendance. In 
course of speech from the throne Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Patterson said : 

"The year which has juat passed was 
rendered notable in history by the cele- 
bration throughout the British Empire, 
and nowhere with greater loyalty than 
in this province, of tue 60th year of the 
reign of Her most gracious Majesty 
Queen Victoria. The imposing cere- 
monies in England attendant upon that 
event attracted the attention of the 
world, and exhibited to a degree never 
before attained tho extent of the 
Empire, its unity, its prestige and 
power. No feature of that occasion was 
more remarkable than the presence_ of 
representatives of all colonial and im- 
perial possessions. "■ 

" I congratulate you upon the mani- 
fest prosperity that this province and 
the Dominion generally are now enjoy- 
ing, and which bids fair to continue, J. 
need hardly point out to you the quality 
of the grain crop of last year and the 
good prices that were paid for it; the 
rapid increase in dairy production and 
the ver$; 'extensive Bhipment of live 
stock. These have resulted in starting 
a feeling 'dl 'Confidence in the future, 
which is evidenced by the largely in- 
creased a<!Teage prepared for the coming 
season. Owing to these fortunate cir- 
cumstances, we are entitled to expect 
(what in fact our information leadB us 
to count upon) an uniiBually large influx 
of settlers into this province. 

" Extraordinarily rich discoveries of 
gold in Yukon district have during the 
last few months aroused most intense 
over the civilized world, and attracted 
an unprecedented amount of attention 
to the reaources of Canada. There prom- 
ises to be sudden and unparalleled de- 
velopment of the remote region from 
which this province will unquestionably 
largely benefit. 

'• During the Bummer months of laBt 
year I took opportunity of visiting that 
vast and almost unexplored region lying 
to the north and east of Lake Winnipeg, 
which willdoubtleBS in the future prove 
to be valuable territory. I found the 
Indian population peaceable, healthy 
and contented, and gradually coming 
under the influences of civilization and 
Christianity. 

" I am able to announce that an under- 
standing baa been arrived at between 
the provincial and federal governments 
for the immediate Belection and transfer 
to the province of swamp lands to which 
it is entitled under the statutory arrange- 
ment entered into in 1S87. The method 
of selection heretofore followed has 
proved tedious and unsatisfactory, and 
it has therefore been agreed that a joint 
commission be appointed, which can 
eaBily and speedily dispose of the whole. 
The aggregate amount to be transferred 
to the province will, it ia estimated, be 
upwards of 5,000,000 acres of land, 
nearly all of which will ultimately be 
valuable for agricultural purpoBea. 

" You will be asked to couaider legis- 
lation consolidating and amending the 
lawB relating to mechanics' lienaand to 
the property of married women; also 
legislation amending the assessment 
act, the Queen's Bench and County 
courts acta, the life assurance act, the 
over holding tenants act, the drainage 
act and other meaBureB. 

" Pursuant to a resolution of the 
houBe passed during last session, the 
opinion of an eminent counsel has been 
secured upon the question of tho juris- 
diction of thiB legislature to prohibit the 
importation, manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquor within the province. 
The documents in connection therewith 
will be shortly laid before you." 

Contrary to expectation there was no 
mention of the propoeed railway be- 
tween Winnipeg and Lake Superior as a 
competing line totheC.P.R. Thehouse 
adjourned until -Monday.
